BATTLE IS WAGED THREE DAYS 


Began on Thursday and Con- 
tinued Until Sunday Midnight. 


FTY THOUSAND TROOPS WERE ENGAGED 


Sultan's Soldiers Had the Best of It at 
First, but King George’s Men 
Made a Grand Rally. 


Headquarters of the Turkish Army in 
Macedonia, Elassona, April 17, 1 p. m.— 
(Delayed in transmission.)—The correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press at this hour 


has just returned from Karya, on the 
and 


three hours’ ride from here. 
A fierce battle between the Turks and 


Greeks is now going on at Karya. The 


fighting has been in progress all day. 

The correspondent left the Turkish head- 
quarters here on horseback this morning 
and arrived at Karya three hours later. 
The battle was then progressing and the 
correspondent was enabled to watch the 
fight from a point near the tent of Hamid 
Pasha, who is in command of the Sixth 
army corps, the Turkish force there en- 
gaged. Hamid Pasha, surrounded by his 
staff, was watching the movements of the 
opposing forces. 

The combatants were posted on the faces 
of two hills, overlooking a small valley, 
et a distance of about a mile. 

Crossed the Frontier. 

It appeared thaf the Greek force, which 
was evidently composed of regular tioops 
of Greece, crossed the frontier at 8 o'clock 
yesterday evening and advanced upon the 
valley in the neutral zone, which led to 
the encounter on Friday between the 
Greeks and the Turks. This, it is added, 
was used at Constantinople as a reason 


“s for ordering Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 


commander-in-chief, to assume the offen- 
sive and led to the rupture of diplomatic 


relations between the countries. 


The so~<alled outrage of Prevasa this 
morning when the Turkish batteries there 


, sank . the Greek steamer, Macedonia, fur- 


ther justified Greece in the minds of Athe- 
nians in waging war to the death against 
Turkey. 

Little news of a reliable nature has been 
received here or allowed to leak out re- 
garding what has really transpired on the 
frontiers. It is known, however, that the 
whole frontier of Thessaly has been blaz- 
ing with murderous firing ever since early 
this morning and that the Greeks have 
captured d fortified position at Menexe, in 
Macedonia. 

According to the general understanding 
here the Turkish plan of campaign is a 
concentration of the Turks near the im- 
portant Greek frontier town of Tyrnavos, 
with a view of forcing the mountain passes 
going toward Larissa. One report, which 
is generally credited, has it that Edhem 
Pasha, at the head of 12,000 men, has al- 
ready begun this movement, and rumors 
in this respect are flying, the substance 
of them being that the battle which is 
expected to be fought at or near Tyrnavos 
has e@lready commenced. 

The Greek campaign so far as it is 
understood by the Athenians, is founded 
on the defense of Larissa in the first in- 
stance, an attack upon that place having 
been anticipated and prepared for by oc- 
cupying and taking every possible advan- 
tage of all strategic points. 

‘At intervals of about two hours the 
Greeks renewed their attacks upon the 
Turkish positions. The Turks remained 
calm and stood on the defensive, though 
suffering considerable loss. 


The Killed and Wounded. 

The number of killed and wounded 
@mong the Turks could not be ascertained 
at the time, but the correspondent saw 
forty-eight Turks wounded brought ‘to 
the rear with the bodies of five Turkish 
officers, Only the wounded Turks and the 
bodies of officers were being brought from 
the front to the field hospitals, hence the 
Number of men killed could not be learned. 
The dead were left where they fell.

Athens, April 18, 8 p. m.--A late special,

Amid intense excitement, M. Delyannis, 
the premier, amnounced that the Turkish 
government had today notified Greece o1 
the rupture of the diplomatic relations ow- 
ing to the aggressive attiture of the Greek 
government. 

In an elaborate manner he reviewed the 
recent events to show, on the contrary, 
that Turkey had been the aggressor; that 
her troops had attacked the Greeks and 
attempted to occupy neutral positions, and 
that her batteries at Prevasa had sunk the 
Greek ship Macedonia. 

“Turkey,” said M. Delyannis, 
war against us.

This statement Was received with pro- 
longed cheers from the galleries and the 
fioor of the chamber. 

The premier then read dispatches reciting 
the events which had happened on the fron- 
tier, and with references to the reporzed 
capture of Menexe, he said that the bat- 
teries at that important position had been 
brought into action but he knew nothing as 
to its alleged capture. He added that the 
Turks, after repeated attempts to force a 
rarsage at Revenla, which commands 
the road to Larissa, had been driven back.

GREEK FLOTILLA BOMBARDS 


SHELLS FROM CRUISER FALL IN

Four Gunboats Attack Salagora at 
Long mange with Good Marks- 
5 manship. 


Athens, April 18.—A telegram just received 
from Actium states that the Greek flotilla, 
in the gulf of Ambracia, is now (4 p. m.) 
successfully bombarding the Skafiki bat- 
tery.

m. The first shot was sent by the Greek 
warship, Basileus Georgios, the cruiser 
Naurchos Miaulis taking up the fire.

DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS CEASE. 


‘Assim Bey’s Note Tells All Greeks To 


Leave and Calls Home Turks. 

Athens, April 18.—Assim Bey has handed 
to M. Skouzes, the Greek minister of for- 
eign affairs, the following note: 

“In consequence of the aggressive atti- 
tude of Greece, diplomatic relations be- 
tween the king of Greece and his im- 
perial majesty, the sultan of Turkey, snd 
their respective governments are hereby 
broken off. 

“The Greek minister at Constantinople 
and the Greek consuls have been ordered 
to quit Turkish territory. For the same 
reason, the Turkish consuls in Greece have 
been recalled to Constantinople. Within a 
fortnight from this announcement all 
Greek subjects must leave Turkish terri- 
tory. Ottoman subjects now on Greek 
territory have been invited to leave it 
within the same period.” 


GREEK TROOPS TAKE MENEXE. 


It Is Now Said That Germany Induced 
Turkey To Declare War. 
London, April 18—A dispatch to The 


Daily Chronicle from Athens dated mid- 
night says the Greeks have captured Men- 
exe after severe fighting. The Turkish 
losses are very heavy, the Greek compar- 
atively light, The correspondent adds: 

‘The Greelt fleet has destroyed half the 
fortresses at Prevasa and silenced the guns. 
I am assured that the bombarding will be 
continued tonight (Monday). 

“The latest news received here tonight 
is that the Greeks have captured and held 
all the positions except Ana and Milouna 
along the Thessalian line. If Turkey gets 
Larissa she will remain there unt!)

TURKS SINK A GREEK STEAMER: 


MACEDONIA ‘SENT TO THE BOT- 
TOM OF THE GULF. 


Turkish Minister Quickly Asks for 
His Passports and Leaves for 
Constantinople. 


Athens, April 18., 11 a. m.—The Turkish 
batteries at Prevasa, on the north shore 
of the entrance of the gulf of Arta, where, 
according to the treaty of Berlin, the 
Turks had no right to erect fortifications, 
fired on and sank a Greek steamer, the 
Macedonia, this morning, while she was 
attempting to leave the gulf of Ambractia. 
The crew of the steamer were saved by 
boats from the shore, but the captain of 
the Macedonia was severely wounded. 

Upon receipt of this news the Greek gov- 
ernment sent orders tu the Greek fleet in 
the gulf of Ambracia to bombard Pre- 
vasa. Consequently tne bombardment of 
Prevasa commenced at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing and continues as this dispatch is sent. 
Prevasa, which is in Epiru and eighteen 
miles from Arta, is strongly -fortified. 

The Turkish minister here, Assim Bey, 
asked for his passports; they were handed 
him, and he has left Athens for Constanti- 
nople. The German minister at Athens, 
Baron von Plesson, has undertaken to 
protect Turkish interests in Greece during 
the severance of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries. The Greek min- 
ister at Constantinople, Prince Mayrocor- 
dato, has been recalled. 

Throughout the day there were scenes 
of extraordinary excitement here. The 


. streets were crowded with people eagerly 


discussing the outbreak of war ‘and the 
probable outcome: The general feeling was 
one of satisfaction at the relief from the 
irritating tension of the past few weeks, 
which had gradually become almost unen- 
durable and which is ended at last by overt 
acts, it is claimed here, upon the part of 
Turkey. The Greeks hold that it was an 
attempt upon the part of Turkish forces 
to occupy a strategic position near Mt: 
Analipsis, not far from Nezeros. 


FOUGHT ALL NIGHT IN PASS: 


GREEKS DRIVEN BACK BY FOUR 
BATTALIONS OF TURKS. 


Over Twenty Thousand Men Were En- 
gaged in the Battie and Loss 
Was Heavy. 


Foot of Milouna Pass, April 18., 10 a. m.— 
A flerce battle raged in the pass all night 
long. The Greeks who entered and de- 
scended toward the valley encountered four 
battalions of Turks, who drove them back 
and at the point of the bayonet rescued 
by force the garrison in the Turkish 
blockhouse which the Greeks had encircled 
before entering the pass. 

Neshad Pasha, commanding the fifth di- 
vision, occupied Mt. Parna with a great 
force, while Hairi Pasha, commanding the 
sixth division, prepared to enter’ the 
Tchaishan pass, and Haidar Pasha, with 
the fourth division, occupied the Miloune 
pass. 

Before dawn Edhem Pasha rode out to 
direct the disposition of these divisions. 

A general engagement ensued. The bat- 
tle still continues along the entire pass, 
over 20,000 men being engaged. The com- 
bat turns on the position of the Greek 
blockhouse, which was most obstinately de- - 
fended. Several vigorous attacks were 
made by the Turks without success, 
but finally about 9 o’clock by a magnifi- 
ceat dash they took the blockhouse at the 
point of the bayonet. 

The Greeks are still defending their po- 
sitions on the summit of the hill. At the 
present moment four battalions of men 
of Dukha Pasha’'s division are advancing 
to the frontier positions already taken. 
The Turks are like lions, the Turkish ar- 
tillery doing splendid execution under the 
command of Riza Pasha. 


CAPTURED TURKISH POSITIONS.

LUURTMARTIAL MEETS TOMORROW. 
WILL RUMEYN FILE CHARGES ? 


Army Officers Will Assemble To Begin 
the Investigation. 


CAPT. ROMEYN MUST APPEAR 


Court of Inquiry Will Examine the 
Sensational Incident. 


THE TRIAL MAY CONSUME MANY WEEKS 


President Guenther, Judge Advocate 
Corbaugh and the Members of 
the Board Will Hear Case. 


The courtmertial which is to investigate 
the charges preferred against Captain Hen- 
ry Romeya, of the United States army, at 
Fort McPherson, will convene tomorrow 
at the barracks and will probably be in 
session for two weeks. Should counter 
charges be brought against Lieu‘tenant 
O'Brien, the investigation may continue for 
many weeks. 

When the investigating board is called 
to order and the investigation begun, it 
will be for the first time in the ‘iistory of 
the Fifth regiment that a general court- 
martial has been held. 

Nothing has ever occurred at Fort Mc- 
Pherson that has caused such universal 
excitement and sensational interest as the 
pending courtmartial which is to convene 
tomorrow. Friends of both Captain Kom- 
eyn and Lieutenant O’Brien have been dis- 
cussing the situation and the investigation 
has been discussed from every stundpoint. 

Colonel Francis L. Guenther, in command 
of the Fourth artillery, will be president 
of the courtmartial and Judge 
Carbaugh will conduct the prosecution of 
the case. 

A large number of witnesses have been 
summoned to appear before

which are to be investigated. The names 
of the witnesses and the number have rot 
been announced and no statement of this 
nature has been given out at the fort. 

The law provides that the members of 
a general courtmartial must be of equal or 
superior rank to the accused, and as the 
accused in this instance is a captain in rang, 
all of the body must be either of equal 
rank or superior in rank to a captain. 

The investigation will doubtless consume 
many days.

It was the prevailing opin- 
ion at the fort yesterday that tlie sessions 
would be secret. 

President Guenther will call the court- 


martial to order tomorrow morning at 10 
o’clock. The first day’s work will probally 
be consumed in the formation of the court, 
the summoning of witnesses, the swearing 
in of the officers and the judge edvocate 
and the other minute details, which will be 
of littlé interest to the public. 

The result of the biow viven Lieutenant 
O’Brien by Captain Romeyna has caused a 
bitter factional feeling at the army post 
and the friends of the participants in the 
unfortunate affair are quite outspoken. 

The result of the courtmartial may not 
be known for several weeks, as the finding 
of that board will be submitted, through 
regular channels, to the president of the 
United States. He will take action on 
the matter and the entire report will then 
be forwarded to the army headquarters, 
where the verdict will become pubiic prop- 
erty in the form of a special order. 

It lies within the power of the court- 
martial to impose several degrees of pun- 
ishment, and in the event the verdict should 
be against Lieutenant O’Brien, the con- 
tents of the verdict will be secret until the 
president takes action in Washingcon upon 
the matter and sends it back to the war 
department. 

Formation of the Court. 


A general courtmartial under the United 
States law is composed of not exceeding 
thirteen and not less than five officers. 

The order appointing the court, if there 
be less than thirteen, has to state why the 
appointed, 
which is generally that a greater number 
of officers than the ones named could not 
be assembled without manifest injury to 
the service. 

When the court convenes the judge advo- 


e@ate swears the members of the court and 


he in turn has the oath administered to 
him by the president of the court, who is 
the ranking officer of all the officers ap- 
pointed on the court. After the judge 
advocate is sworn, he swears the stencgra- 
pher of the court, if there be one, 

Usually no provision is made for the 
pay of a stenographer and the questions 
that may be asked the witness are reduc.-d 
to writing and the answers to the ques- 
tions are also reduced to writing in iong 
hand by the judge advocate or his assist- 
ant. 

After the stenographer is sworn the 
judge advocate reads the order ordering 
and appointing the court. After that, the 
accused has the privilege of challenging 
any member of the court for “cause.” If 

no challenge is made, the accused is then 
ap gomeey which is, that he rises and 
stands at attention, while the judge advo- 
cate reads the charges and specifications 
through as a whole, then commencing with 
the specifications, he reads them separate- 
ly and the accused pleads either guilty or 
not guilty to such specification, or guilty 
of such a specification except the foilow- 
ing words, stating what the exceptions 
are, and so on with all of the specifica- 
tions. Then he pleads to the charge, either 
guilty or not guilty. 

He can plead guilty to some of the specifi- 
cations and not guilty to others under the 
same charge, and then plead not guilty 
to the charge, or he can plead guilty to the

How the Bill Is Being Made.

WORTHLESS CHARACTER REFUS-

Hambree deliberately walked off.

Hambree is a young man not quite 
twenty years of age and is regarded as a 
desperate character.

Judge Cantrell. Makes the Warrants 
Returnable in September Next. : 


HUNTER STILL REMAINS IN THE RAGE 


It Is Now Certain That He Will Not 
Retire Except When It Suits 
Him Alone. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 18.—Only about half 
of the members of the legisiature were in 
the city today, and an unusually quiet 
Sunday was passed. 

Dr. Hunter still declines to discuss the 
recent developments, or to say what are 
his plans... Many of his friends are urging 
him to demand an immediate trial, and 
that he stay in the race at least till he is 
vindicated, as they do not believe there 
is any danger‘that an indictment for con- 
spiracy to bribe will etand to the test 
of scrutiny. Others, however, declare that 
any jury that might be secured in Franklin 
county would be prejudiced against Hun- 
ter, and that he should let the matter 
go over until September. 

Mr. EB. T. Franks, who is jointly indicted 
with Dr. Hunter and the rest, said tonight 
that they had not yet had a consultation 
on the point, and said he did not know 
what conclusion would be reached. 

There is still a good deal of talk about 
a new caucus, but present friends are not 
among those who are indulging in it. It is 
evident that if he is to be withdrawn at all, 
he must not only be allowed to take his 
time in doing so, but to practically dictate 
his successor. 

Only a formal ballot will be taken again 
tomorrow, but interesting developments are 
looked for Tuesday. 

Nothing has been discussed today except 
indictments. 

Warrants will probably be issued tomor- 
row upon the true bills. The bills are 
against Dr. Hunter, ex-Congressman John 
Henry Wilson, of the eleventh district; 
Hon, B. T. Franks, of the second district; 
Captain Noel Gaines and his brother-in- 
law, Thomas Tanner, of Frankfort. The 
eharge is conspiracy to bribe. All are 
republicans with the exception of Tanner. 

The indictments were all included in one 
bill. The news at once created the great- 
est indignation among the republicans, 
all of whom denounced it as a conspiracy 
among the Frankfort democrats to defeat 
and humiliate Hunter. They clalmed that 
the indictment against Gaines and Tanner, 
the democrats, were returned simply ag 
“‘savers’’ to prevent the public generally 
from gaining the impression that the 
grand jury had been made an engine of 
political persecution, and that they would 
be dismissed at the first hearing on ac- 
count of insufficient evidence. . . 

When the indictments had been returned 
Judge Cantrell ordered that bench war- 
rants be issued for the arrest of the ac- 
cused and made returnable for the next 
term of the court, which is {n September. 
Bail was fixed at $250 in each case. When 
asked why he set the cases for next Sep- 
tember, Judge Cantrell said: 

“I do not think it proper to try the cases 
at this term of the court, but after the 
parties come in and ask for an immediate 
trial I will proceed with it at ance; other- 
wise it will go until September.”’ 

Conspiracy to bribe is a common law 
offense in Kentucky, the penalty being a 
fine or imprisonment or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the jury. The friends of Dr. 
Hunter are greatly rejoiced that no {n- 
dictment charging perjury was returned, 
as this is d felony. 

The accused have engaged the best at- 
torneys in the state to defend them and 
while no consultation has been héld and no 
steps have been decided upon, it is said that 
immediate trials will be asked for.

C., April 18.—(Special.)—The 
seventy-five or more gentlemen who had 
been summoned as witnesses in cases 
against restaurant keepers for selling alco- 
holic drinks in violation of the dispensary 
law were a happy set when Judgé Aldrich 
yesterday quashed the proceedings. 

The case had excited a degree of interest 
far beyond its importance, due to the fact 
that so many of the most respected young 
men of the city were put down as witnesses 
and the undérhanded method the constab- 
ularly had resorted to in order fo make out 
a case against alleged blind tigers. 

For several days the constables main- 
tained a rigid watch on the restaurants and 
put down the names of those seen to enter 
whom they suspected went there for the 
purchase of liquor. 

The judge’s decision was important for 
the fact that it is a wet blanket to the 
drag net proceedings of the constabulary. 

The indictment against the men was for 
“selling liquor to Mr. and divers 
others persons.”’ 

The judge hel@ that the names in full 
of the “divers others’’ should be specified 
instead of corralling every citizen of the 
town under this general term. He further 
held that the exact time and place of sale 
should be in the indictment. The term “‘in 
Columbia” or amy other town would not 
do. Then as to the liquor found in the 
place fie said !t must be stated in the in- 
dictment that it was contraband. There 
was nothing in the laws of the 
state to prevent a persom from keeping a 
supply of whisky on hand for personal use.

NEGROES KILL TWO ITALIANS 


VICTIMS’ BODIES CHOPPED WITH 
A HATCHET. 


Swamp in Which the Murderers «re 
Being Closely Watched---Will Be 
Lynched if Caught. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 18.—(Special.)— 
George Lazarat, a Greek, running a fruit 
stand and restaurant at Pratt City, near 
here, was assaulted in a horrible manner 
by an unknown white man. at 1:30 
o’clock this morning. The Greek. now lies 
in a critical condition in the Hillman hos- 
pital here. The deed was done for the 
purpose of robbery, though the assailant 
was unable to carry out the project com- 
plete. 

At the hour named, an unknown white 
mg&an entered Lazarat’s place and asked 
about some fruit. Seeing a lot of oranges 
in a box on the floor, he asked the price 
of them and then called for a certain 
amount of the fruit. The Greek stooped 
down and was in the act of filling & bag 
of the oranges, when the unknown white 
man commenced beating him over the head 
with a hammer. Unconscious, the Greek 
fell to the floor, the head going into the 
box where the fruit was. The Greek, how- 
ever, gave an alarm before being knocked 
insensible, and a partner, named Tom Sto- 
ticor, who was sleeping in a rear room, 
came to his rescue. The robber had to run 
to kept from being captured, and had no: 
time to rifle the victim’s pocket or the 
stand. 

Chief of Police Barnard, of Pratt City, 
began an investigation at once, after be- 
ing notified of the crime, and in the search 
the bloody hammer with which the blows 
were inflicted was found. 

Lazarat was brought into the city and 
carried to the hospital, whee Yrs. Cope- 
land and Berry are attending him. There 
are several long cuts on the man’s head, 
a fracture of the skull back of the left 
ear, three teeth are knocked out, the mouth 
is badly mashed, and there are other in- 
juries. Recovery is doubtful. 

This makes two assaults on Greek res- 
taiurant and fruit stand keepers that have 
been made around here is the last few 
days. Both men are now in the same hos- 
pital, and both in a critical condition, with 
hope of recovéry against them. Lazarat is 
twenty-five years of age, with no family.

The butchery 
was done by a gang of half-civilized ne- 
groes before midnight.

Body of Man Found, but No Papers by 
Which Identification Could Be 
Made---Negro Under Arrest. 


Rome, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—Mr. John 
Hooper, a farmer who lives a few miles 
below Rome, brought a seventeen-year-old 
mulatto boy to Rome today and turned him 
over ta the sheriff. The boy, whose name 
is Sam Moseley, tells a very strange story 
involving a murder and a robbery. 

Friday afternoon the boy came to 
Hooper’s house and asked for something 
to eat and a place to silecp. Both were 
furnished him and he went to sleep in a 
vacant house on the place. 

About 10 o'clock Mr. Hooper heard a dls- 
turbance in the horse lot and went out to 
see what was the matter. He found Mose- 
ley wandering about the place and, as he 
thought, attempting to break into the 
smokehouse. Hooper took him in charge 
and this morning came tnto Rome with him 
and had him placed in jail. 

This: morning the boy told Jailer McLeod 
the following strange story: 

Moseley said that he and a “white man 
named Luke Cavins, living at Chesterfield, 
Ala., went out hunting on the 3d of April 
and while going along the road some dis- 
tance from any house a man on horseback 
came riding up. As the rider passed them 
Cavins asked Moseley to let him have his 
pistol, which was a 38-caliber, and the ne- 
gro did so. Cavins then turned round and 
commanded the rider to halt. As the man 
turned Cavins shot him twice in the side, 
killing him almost instantly. 

Cavins then robbed the body of a gold 
watch and some money. Several days 
after this killing Cavins came to Moseley 
and offered him $10 to leave the county and

NEW RAIN GAUGE. 


Rainfall Will Now Be Accurately 
Measured by Electricity. 

Forecaster Marbury, of the local weather 
bureau, has just received a new improved 
rain gauge. 

The instrument is made by the latest pat- 
tern, and it will be used here for the first 
time it has been used anywhere. Other 
weather bureaus have received the same 
gauge and will put.them on at the same 
time. 

The machine is called a tip-over rain 
gauge. The measuring instrument is a lit- 
tle trough divided into two compartments 
and swung on a pivot in the center. 

When two hundredths of an inch of water 
collect in one compartment of the little 
trough, it tips over and throws the other 
end up where it will catch full of water. 
When the other end fills it tips up from 
the weight of the water and throws the 
opposite end back. This tipping backward 
and forward occurs eve time two hun- 
dredths of an inch of water falls, and every 
time the trough tips up ft breaks connection 
with an electric battery, which is again 
connected with the register downstairs by

There is one thing sts lacking to 
enable the republicans to restore pros- 
perity by means of higher taxation; and 
as this lacking is the most important 
factor in the situation, it is obvious that 
not only the Dingley monstrosity, but 
the whole scheme of protection for pro- 
tection’s sake must inevitably come to 
grief. 

The Dingley bill provides for increas- 
ing the prices of almost every product 
that is manufactured in this country. If 
it also provided for raising the prices 
of our agricultural products, the general 
scheme would hang together perhaps, 
and a great many honest people be still 
further deceived in regard to the po- 
tency of high protection in restoring 
prosperity. But there is no such provi- 
gion, and the inevitable result must be 
the complete and final exposure of the 
fraudulent claims made in behalf of pro- 
tection for protection’s sake. 

The farmers and those who depend on 
them (comprising 60 per cent of our pop- 
ulation) will have no more money to 
buy manufactured products after the 
Dingley bill becomes a law than they had 
before. The low. prices that now prevail 
were not produced by the present tariff 
law, but are the result of trade stagna- 
tion—which is only another way of say- 
ing that the farmers and their depend- 
ents have no money to buy.

The Approaching Reunion. 

On the 22d of-next month the seventh 
annual reunion of the Confederate Vet- 
erans’ Association will be held at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. In the published announce- 
ments which have been in circulation for 
some time it is stated that the coming re- 
union of the old soldiers will be one of 
the most important yet held. 

Among the various subjects which will 
come up before the veterans at Nash- 
ville next month will be the one of a 
strictly 4mpartial school history of the 
United States. Some action along this 
line is rendered imperative on account of 
a resolution adopted at the last yearly 
encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, providing foraschool history 
which will meet with the approval of 
that body. Already, as the fruit of 
that resolution, Professor J. B. McMas- 
ter, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
has prepared a very savage and intem- 
perate volume, designed to curry favor 
with sectional fanatics rather ¢han to 
present the sober truth of history. Some 
- mention of this volume, together with 
a citation from one of the recent letters 
of its author, was made in these col- 
umns several days ago. 

Besides the important matter of pro- 
viding for a strictly impartial school 
history, the feasibility of organizing a 
Veterans’ Benevolent Aid Association 
will be discussed. Such other matters 
as the southern battle abbey and the 
erection of a monument to President 
Davis, will also come up for discussion 
during the reunion.

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Brazil a Coming Power. 

Undoubtedly the coming power of 
South America is Brazil. Mr, William 
Harper, of Philadelphia, who has just 
returned from a commercial tour of the 
various South American countries, is 
enthusiastic over the prospects of the 
young republic and gives a glowing ac- 
;count of its resources. 

According to Mr. Harper, Brazil oc- 
cupies approximately the same position 
}in the south temperate zone that this 
}country occupies in the north temperate 
‘zone. It has a coast line of 4,200 miles 
and contains an area of 3,261,000 square 
miles, which makes it almost the size of 
Europe and 236,000 square miles larger 
‘than the United States. ‘There are forty- 
two ports along the coast, of which Rio 
de Janeiro is the largest, on account of 
its extensive anchorage and the safety 
it affords to shipping. The other leading 
ports are: Para, Maranpao, Parabyba, 
Pernambuco, Macelo, Aracaju, Bahia, 
Iltheos, Santa Cruz, Porto Segura, Vie- 
toria Santos, Paranague, Santa Carpa- 
rina and Rio Grande do Sul. The coun- 
try along the Atlantic coast, as far north 
as Bahia and extending back into the 
interior for a distance of three or four 
hundred miles, is rather mountainous. 
To the north and west of this region, 
however, the country is richly produc- 
tive, abounding in diversified crops and

The Scientific Burglar. 

One of the most accomplished pro- 
ducts of our modern civilization is the 
scientific burglar. With the aid of his 
improved implements of villiany there 
is absolutely no barrier which can with- 
stand his professional cunning. Indeed 
the skill which the burglar has develop- 
ed in his pernicious Mne of work is some- 
thing marvellous; and while there is 
no disposition on the part of anyone to 
condone his faults it is almost impossi- 
ble to suppress a feeling of admiration 
for his genius. 

According to one of Chicago’s indus- 
trial publications the scientific burglar 
finds little difficulty in breaking into 
the most ponderous iron safe and pos- 
sessing himself of its contents. Making 
use of the electric current which sup- 
plies the bank or counting room with 
light he obtains sufficient power from 
this source to cut his way through the 
massive iron obstruction at the rate of 
two inches a minute. In the course of a 
very short time the work is finished and 
the burglar finds himself in absolute 
ipl occate of the vault’s interior secrets. 

Professor Monroe, of Chicago, who 
thas made a number of experiments for 
ithe purpose of ascertaining the kind of 
psteel or iron most impervious to elec- 
‘tricity has come to the conclusion that 
no material exists Which is absolutely 
‘burglar proof. With the aid of the same 
electric current, however, which enables

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Should Lawyers Shed Tears? 

Is it right for any lawyer in advocating 

the cause of ‘his client before a jury to 
resort to the expedient of shedding 
tears? 
, This amusing query formed the bur- 
den of a recent issue appealed for set- 
tlement to the,supreme court of Tennes- 
see and elicited from that body the de- 
cision that lawyers undoubtedly pos- 
sessed the right to shed tears in the 
courtroom if they deemed it proper to 
make such a demonstration. The jus- 
tice who delivered the decision, Justice 
Wilkes, facetiously observed that no 
uniform standard of persuasion could 
possibly be adopted for lawyers in the 
courtroom, as some made use of argu- 
ment, some of rhetoric only and some of 
wild and furious gesticulation. In the 
opinion of the justice, as already pub- 
lished by The Constitution, it is clearly 
a lawyer’s right to shed copious tears 
before the jury if the has them at his 
command; and the presiding judge is 
bound to respect his emotion, provided it 
does not interfere with the business of 
the courtroom. | 

While the decision of the Tennessee 
justice applies only to the professional 
ethics of That state, it will, nevertheless, 
in some measure, have the happy effect 
of endearing him to lawyers generally 
throughout the land. Some of our best 
lawyers believe that without the shed- 
ding of tears there can be no verdict of 
innocence; and accordingly, they have 
always exercised the sacred privilege of 
weeping in the courtroom whenever nec- 
essary or expedient. Though not set 
forth in the Magna Charta, the right is 
Yone which judges and juries have uni- 
versally respected; and the complaint 
against its exercise, calling forth the 
above decision, is somewhat surprising.

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Elephant Flesh a Delicacy. 
From The Philadelphia Lancet. 

The flesh of the elephant is eaten in its 
entirety by several of the African tribes. 
The tools used are the assegal and hatch- 
et. The rough outer skin ts first removed 
in large sheets. Beneath this is a sub- 
cuticle, a pliable membrane, from which the 
natives make watershins. The elephant 
yields large quantities of fat, used in cook- 
ing the natives’ sun-dried biltong, or dried 
strips of elephant’s flesh, and also in the 
preparation of vegetables. African ex- 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree that 
one’ part of the elephant’s carcass, when 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish that 
will regale the. most delicate taste. This 
part, very strangely, is the first joint of 
the leg below the knee, which one would 
suppose to be the toughest portion of the 
animal. To prepare the joint a hole three 
feet deep is dug in the earth and the 
sides of it are baked hard by means of 
large live coals. Most of the coals are then 
taken out and the elephant's foot is placed 
in the rude oven. The hole is then filled 
with dirt, tightly packed and a blazing 
fire is built on top, which is kept replen- 
ished for three hours. The foot is thus 
evenly baked, and when done, instead of 
strong, tough meat fiber, it is of a gel- 
atinous consistency that may be eaten with 
@ spoon.

SOLEMN SCENE IN CHURCH 


All the Negro Candidates Were Robed in 
White Togas, 


SONGS OF HALLELUJAH WERE SUNG 


Great Revival in Friendship Baptist 
Church Results in the Admis- 
sion of More Than Three 
Hundred New 
Believers. 


Under the uncertain light of the flicker- 
ing gas chandeliers, just as the first faint 
rays of the Easter morn were breaking in 
the east, a dramatic scene was enacted yes- 
terday in Friendship Colored Baptist 
church, 

One hundred and sixteen negroes, clad in 
robes of white, singing glad hozannas, 
were baptized and received into the fel- 
lowship of the church. 

Never has a similar scene been witnessed 
in the south, and perhaps the incident is 
without a parallel in the history of mod- 
ern times. The large auditorium yas filled 
with devout worshipers who had gathered 
about the pulpit, while many stood abvout 


the pool and looked upon the solemn ser- 


vice. 

The ceremony was performed by Pastor 
Carter, who stood in the depths awaiting 
the arrival of the candidates. Each can- 
didate was dressed in a white robe. Cne 
after another was immersed and the cere- 
mony continued from 65 o’clock until 6:50. 
The exact time consumed in baptizing the 
116 negroes was forty-two minutes, a feat 
which in itself is marvelous. 

While the service was in progress, the 
congregation sang familiar hymns, tiling 
the building with joyful praises which 
floated out upon the morning air and drift- 
ed for blocks about the church. | 

It was a scene which will mever be for- 
gotten by those who were present and wit- 
nessed the strange ceremony and partici- 
pated in the baptism. Long before the 
night had passed away the church began to 
fill with negroes. The ceremony had keen 
placed at that unseemly hour for the pur- 
pose of escaping the tremendous crowd 
which would -have clamored for admit- 
tanc2, but as it was the church was packed 
end nmeéeny were turned awiy trom the 
d»ors before the ceremony began. 

Just before 5 o'clock several deacons of 
the church arrived and gave their attention 
to the filling of the pool. The church was 
tren comfortably filled, and at 56 o'clock 
Pastor Carter walked into the pool. 

As the congregation rose aad sang that 
good old hymn, “Praise God, from Whom 
All Blessings Flow,’ the. very roof of the 
vullding trembled and the auditorium was 
iilied with the melody of several hundred 
streng voices.

The work of Pastor Carter yesterday 
broke all records as to the number of ap- 
plicants which have been immersed at 
any one time. 

“By actual count, the number I baptised 
today was 116," said he, in speaking about 
the matter. “No, I don’t feel especially 
tired from the service. "Tis true, 1 was 
compelled to use my arms a great deal 
and occasionally do quite a large amount 
of lifting, but I am not tired, and could 
baptize many more. 

‘The revival has been one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest, that has ever been 
held in the city of Atlanta. Last week I 
baptized 94, today I baptized 116 and I have 
74 yet to be baptized. All of the conver- 
sions are the result of the meeting which 
was inaugurated several weeks ago in 
Friendship church. 

“The meeting drew tremendous crowds 
and the church could not hold all who 
came, so we used the tabernacle. [ am 
exhausted from preaching and talking, as 
I have preached several times each day for 
about six weeks. 

“The entire number of conversions as a 
result of the revival will exceed 3@, and 
there may be others which have not been 

discovered as yet. The whole city has 
been shaken, and the colored pcople of 
Atlanta have been made to seriously think 
about the soul’s welfare. There has never 
been anything like the meeting before in 
the history of the church or even In the 


“history of Atlanta, and the revival will 


have a great influence for weeks and 


months to come.” 


Yesterday Afternoon’s Meeting. 

The last meeting of the revival was held 
vesterday afternoon in the tabernacle. The 
spacious auditorium was packed to suffo- 
cation, and great crowds lingered at the 
dovurs and windows trying to gain edmis- 
sion. ’ 

The sermon was preached by Rev. C. T. 
Walker, of Augusta, who has been aidine 
Pastor Carter in his meetings for the past 
four weeks, 

At the close of the service the announce- 
ment was made that the meetings would 
be discontinued, as the session of the Ep- 
worth League would require the use of 
the tabernacle, and it was useless for the 
meetings to be attempted to be held in 
Friendship church, as that building could 
not accommodate the crowds.

WAS WALKING TO THE RIVER 


While Watching Two Freight Trains 
_the Passenger Strikes Him. 


HIS BODY BROUSHT TO THE CITY 


Had Been in Atlanta Only a Short 
While---His Brother in Colorado 
Notified---Inquest Today. 


Yesterday morning Beauregard Robinson, 
&@ young man about thirty-two years of, 
age, Was run over’ by a passenger train 
on the Southern railroad and instantly 
killed. The tragedy occurred about five 
and a half miles west of the city. 

Robinson was taking an early Sunday 
morning stroll toward the river. He had 
reached a point’ where three railroad 
tracks run parallel, two belonging to the 
Southern railway and one to the Westeri 
and Atlantic. Heé saw two freight trains 
approaching and coming toward the city 
on the outer tracks. He stepped upon the 
middle track and continued his. waik. 

W.th his attention directed to the ap- 
proaching freight trains, he was not aware 
of the -approach of a passenger. train, 
which was coming up behind him. The 
noise of the freight trains drowned the 
rumbling of the: passenger, and he was 
struck before he was,aware that any other 
train was near him.

How the League Was First Started and 
Its Phenomenal Growth---Work 
in the State---Atlanta Union 
Leaguers---Hosts of the 

Convention. 


The convention of Epworth Leaguers, 
which meets in this city Thursday of this 
week, will mark a new era in that organi- 
gation in this state. Never before has 


the work had such bright prospects, 
the grawth in membership has 


simply been phenomenal, and there are 
three times more leagues now than three 
years ago. 

When President D. E. Luther calle the 
big gathering to order next Thursday 
between 4,000 and 5,000 visitors and young 
Christian workers will be present in the 
tabernacle. There will be 2,000 delegates, 
representing every league in the state, all 
of whom will be entertained by the local 
organizations, as well as prominent Chris- 
tian workers from all over the country, 
who, having been attracted by the e€x- 

_ cellent programme, have notified the local 
committees they will be present. 

The programme is probably the best ever 
presented at a religious convention in Geor- 
gia. It embraces some of the most promi- 
nent orators, not only in the Methodist, 
but in other churches in the United States, 
whose addresses will be highly instructive 
and enjoyable. 

The music will also be a feature. Wurm’s 
full orchestra of ten pieces will be present 
at every session. Mr. Charley Tillman 
will have charge of the congregational 
singing. Professor B. C. Davis will con- 
duct the chorus work; Professor E. C. 
Beatty, organist at Trinity church, will 
preside at the organ; Miss Rose Stein- 
hagen and Miss Linnie Blosser will have 
charge of the pianos, and Messrs. Clarence 

and Roy Blosser will play respectively the 
eornet and trombone. 
Will Take Care of Guests. 

The delegates will be the guests of the 
lecali wnion, consisting of fifteen local 
leagues, representing all the Methodist 
churches in the city. The union has been 
untiring in its efforts to make the confer- 
ence the very best ever held in the state, 
and from present indications their work 
will be crowned with success. 

On next Thursday the city will be Nter- 
ally turned over to the visitors. Every- 
thing possible will be done for the enjoy- 
ment of the delegates, and every merchant 
on the principal streets in the city has 
agreed to decorate their establishments in 
honor of the oceasion with gold and white 
bunting, the colors of the organization. 

The tabernacle will also be a perfect sea 
of gold and white. Every session will be 
largely attended, and the programme, 
which has been prepared by Mr. Elmo M. 
Massengale, the popular secretary of the 
union and of the executive committee, is 
& gem of the printer’s art. It not only 
contains a full account of the exercises, 
but also the pictures of the officers of the 
league, the local ministers, some of the 
Prominent visiting delegates and scenes in 
and around the city.

During the early part of 1889, corre- 
spondence was begun by Mr. Willis W. 
Cooper, of St. Joseph, Mich., corresponding 
secretary of the Young People’s Methodist 
Alliance. under the direction of that socie- 
ty. with the other Methodist young people 
organizations, looking toward a basis of 
union. This proposition met a hearty re- 
sponse, and it was agreed to have a]l the 
five prominent young people’s societies of 
the church appoint delegations of six rep- 
resentatives from each to meet in conven- 
tion to consider the proposition of form- 
ing one united Methodist society. An invi- 
tation to meet in the Central Methodist 
Episcopal church, of Cleveland, O., now 
Epworth Memorial, was accepted, and the 
conference assembied on May 14, 1889. 

From different directions thera came 
twenty-seven men, nearly all strangers to 
each other. Probably no gathering of Meth- 
odists on this continent for the past half 
century. had issues to determine that would 
affect the future of all Methodism so great- 
ly as the questions that were to come be- 
fore these men during this convention. The 
personnel of the conference was strong 
and revresentative. There were those who 
occupied positions of importance in the 
church, representing the ministry, and bus- 
inees men of prominence. 

The meetings of the convention were in- 
teresting from the first. They rose at times 
to the dramatic in excitement, as the mem- 
bers became stirred with the gravity of 
the auestions. under discussion. 

After the organization of the convention, 
the different delegations retired to formu- 


late some pian of union that they would 

be willing to accept. When they assembled 

again, each Gelegation was allowed ten 

minutes in which to present the conclusion 

of thelr deliberations. This was done by one 

selected by the respective delegations. 
How It Was Named. 

After nearly two days spent in compari- 
son of views and of debate, it was decided 
that the union could only be effected with 
an entirely new society. A great many 
names were proposed, and during the fore- 
neon session of the second day the name of 
‘‘Wesley League” was adopted, but a num- 
ber dissented, feeling that it was not the 
best name. The subject was again taken 
up at the afternoon session, and the con- 
vention became apparently more and more 
confused as to a name, until Rev. J. 8. 
Reager, by accident, let the name “Ep- 


worth League.” slip from his tongue. 


He had intended ta prove that the name 
‘Oxford’ was the best. among other rea- 
sons, that It was more euphotious. Ky way 
of illustration, he meant to say, “It will 
sound well to say ‘Bpworth Hymnal’ end 
“Oxford League,’’ but instead he involun- 
tarily pronounced the name “Epworth 
League,” which the gonvention took up in- 
siantly as being the best for the new or- 


ganization. 


When once the name was agreed upon, 
the constitution wars adopted in a short 
time. It was, with the exeeption of a few 
verbal changes, the constitution of the 


ferd League, the distinctive feature of 
which was the organization of the «fficers 
into a cabinet, and the wheel which divided 
the ieague into departments.

The othcr 
leagues joined the union during the year, 
and at the close of the year the union 
bad a membership of 60. 

Much of the success of the union the first 
year was due to the earnest and faithful 
wok of the president, Wesley H. Preston, 
and the able corresponding secretary, John 
8. Cook. , 

During the years 1893, 18%, and part of 
1896, the work of the union lagged, In Sep- 
tember, 1893, Mr. Joseph G. Christian was 
elected president, and through his earnest 
efforts new interest in the league work of 
the city was manifest. The officers then 
elected were Joseph G. Christian, president; 
W. LL. Shell, first vice president; C. E. 
Mew born, second vice president; E, F. Lup- 
ton, third vice president; Elmo M. Massen- 
gale, secretary; M. D. Seaborn, treasurer. 
Much of the success of the local leagues 
in the city was due to the support given 
them by the Union League. 

In September, 1896, the following officers 
were elected for the present year: Presi- 
dent, Wesley H. Preston; first vice presi- 
dent, Arthur R. Marbut; second vice pres- 
ident, W. W. Grist; third vice president, 
Professor W. M. Siaten; fourth vice presi- 
dent, Mrs. J. R. Merehant, manager of 
Junior League work; secretary, Bimo M, 
Massengale; treasurer, C. B. Reynolds. 
Mr. Preston is also chairman of the re- 
ception committee for state conference, a 
member of St. John church, former presi- 
dent of Trinity League, and has always 
been an enthusiastic leaguer.

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iY RATES 
~~ IN OLD MEKICO 


They Are Controlled by the Government 


and Are Stable. 
ROADS ARE TREATED FAIRLY 


There Is No Politics in Regulating the 
Common Carriers. 


ALL INTERESTS ARE FULLY PROTECTED 


Complaints Against Transportation 
Companies Are Decided Strictly 
on Their Merits. 


When Captain W. G. Raoul, president of 
the Mexican WNationai railroad, was in 
Atlanta a few days ago he was asked by 
a representative of The Constitution to 
explain the relations between the govern- 
ment, the railroads and thé people in 


Mexico. 

“The government of Mexico has far more 
power to control roads than the United 
States or the individual states exercise to- 
ward American roads,” he replied. ‘But 
in Mexico the rallway questions are treated 
as a business proposition. The politicians 
and demagogues have nothing to do with 
rates, consolidations or new stations. 
There is a department which has charge 
of all matters pertaining to the roads and 
the government. We have to submit all 
our rates to this department, but once 
a rate is granted the government will 
not interfere with it for three years or 
until the three-year limit expires. If a 
community or an individual citizen or 
shipper of any character thinks the rates 
are too high or that some special rate 
is too high, complaint is lodged with the 
government. We will get a statement of 
the complaint from the department and 
a request to state our side of the case. 
If we have strong reasons for not re- 
ducing the rate we make a statement of 
the matter to the department; then if 
it appears that our position is right, the 
person who filed he complaint is notified 
that the department cannot interfere. On 
the other hand, if our position is weak, 
we are ordered to make certain changes. 
It is all business and the roads get fair 
treatment. 

“The Mexican railroads are doing well. 
Mexico is growing steadily and business 
is better there than it is in the states. 
The wisdom of the policy toward the roads 
igs seen:every day.’’ 

Two years ago the Mexican concern 
failed, Corn had to be impcrted from fhe 
States. There was a cry for lower rail- 
road rates and the government asked the 
roads if there was any good reason why 
they should not reduce the rate on corn 
in fesponse to the demand. 

Captain Raoul suggested that the gov- 
ernment reduce the duty on imported corn. 
He said that the government ought to take 
the initiative if the price of corn was to 
be reduced. The government said that 
was a strong proposition and it removed 
the tax duty on corn at the frontier. 
Then the roads agreed to reduce the rate 
on imported corn and the rate was fixed 
at a figure which would allow the Mexican 
farmer with corn on hand to sell his and 
at the same time admit corn from the 
states at a figure considerably below what 
it had been. 

In Mexico the government treats the rail- 
roads just as it would any other legitimate 
business. 


Rates and Wages. 

Investigation of the pay of railway of- 
ficials and employees shows that as a rule 
salaries and wages are lowest where rates 
are lowest. In our group of states, Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, the pay is invaria- 
bly below the average for the United 
States. It is sometimes argued before the 
railroad commission of Georgia that if the 
Salaries of the general officers were re- 
duced, the roads could afford to give low- 
er rates. This point has been made before 
the body. 

The fact is the general officers of the 
roads in this group are the smallest ga)- 
aried men in the United States. The av- 
erage pay over the whole United States 
is $9.01 per day for general officers. In our 
group the general officers average $6.64, 
while in New York they average $9.88 a day 
and on the Pacific coast it runs up to 
$10.31. In Georgia and neighboring states 
to the west the average yearly pay of 
general officers is about $2,000 a year. 

It is found that in the states where rates 
are lowest the station agents, train crews 
and maintenance of any forces are not so 
well paid as in the states where rates are 
higher. So it appears that employees are 
directly affected by the raising or lowering 
of rates. In the Virginias and Carolinas, 
group iv, where rates are lower than in 
our group, as a whole, but higher in Geor- 
gia, the employees do not get quite as 
much as is paid for the same work in this 
group. On the other hand, in those states 
where rates are higher the employees get 
more money. Here are a few instances 
taken from a long list of employees and 
their daily pay, published in the last re- 
_ of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion:

Group ix comprises Texas and Louisiana, 
where rates are higher than in our group. 

The official statistics show that as rates 
have dropped, wages have followed them. 
So the railway employees have not escaped 
the hard times. In 1892 the average rate 
for the per mile for the United States 
was 9 mills. In 1895 the average was about 
8 1-3 milis. 

There was a drop of 2-3 of a mill or about 
7 per cent.

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RATE QUESTION TOMORROW 
RAILROAD COMMISSION WILL 
HEAR A NUMBER OF CASES. 
One Firm Asks for a 33 1-3 Per Cent 
Reduction of Freight 
Rates. 


Tomorrow morning the state railroad 
commission will meet after several weeks’ 
vacation. Quite a number of important 
cases have been docketed for hearing by 
the commission, and the meeting will be 
one of the most imnportant in some time. 

The session of the commission will bring 
to the city many prominent railroad men 
from every section of the state. And many 
business men will be on the ground, be- 
cause matters affecting their interests 
are to come before the board. 

Perhaps. the most important and irter- 
esting case pending before the comnunission 
to be taken up at the session is the peti- 
tion of Brewer & Hanleiter, of Griffin, 
asking the commission to issue an order 
forcing the railroad companies to reduce 
freight rates in this state thirty-three and 
a third per cent. The petitioners will be 
on hand with an array of testimonv, oral 
and written, with which they expect to 
demonstrate to the commission that the 
railroads of the state are charging excr- 
tionate freight rates and that the roads 
can make money under a big reduction 
system of rates. , 

The railroad men will fight the petition 
on the ground that it is unreasonable and 
arbitrary, and they will claim that it is 
impossible to hau) freight at the figures 
demanded by the Griffin firm. They say 
there is little or no money in the business 
at the present rates, and that a one-third 
reduction would be ruinous and calamitous 
to the interests of railroad property. Strong 
legal talent has been retained on. botn 
sides, and a lively war is expected as a 
result of the filing of the petition. 

Another matter to come before tlie com- 
mission is known as the plow handle case 
from Fort Valley. The roads will ask that 
the rate on rough plow handles be raised. 

Wood & Beaumont will ask the commis- 
sion to reduce the stove rate from Savan- 
nah to Atlanta. It is 35 cents per hun- 
dred now. The rate on stoves from At- 
lanta to Savannah is 20 cents, the latter 
rate being named because stoves are 
manufactured in Atlanta. The firm men- 
tioned object to paying more for che car-

The Institution’s Reputation Spread- 
ing Over the South. 


ATHLETICS GET FULL CONSIDERATI 


One of the Boys Will Try on Field 
Day To Break the World’s Record 
for Sprinting. 


*.Ground has just -been broken for the 
new dormitory of the Georgia School of 
Technology. This magnificent building 
will be known as the Knowles dormitory 
in honor of the winning fight Mr. Clarence 
Knowles put up in the legislature to ob- 
tain an appropriation for its erection. 
The dormitory will be of brick and will 
be three stories in height. It will contain 
thirty-six rooms to be used by the students 
who attend the school and besides that 


‘there will be parlors and reception rooms 


and apartments for a matron. 

In the basement of the school the cook- 
ing apparatus will be located and here the 
mieals will be prepared. The mess hall 
will also be in the basement. One end of 
the basement will be fixed up as a gym- 
nasium, and ifn it will be all kinds of hot 
and cold baths. The apparatus will be 
put in the gymnasium and the boys will 
have plenty of chance to take exercise. 

The school at present has 180 young men 
in attendance and this has been one of the 
most successful years it has ever experi- 
enced. People have taken a great amount 
of interest in the school and President Ly- 
man Hall has received letters from all 
parts of the south asking for information 


There is every reason to expect that in the 


future there will be an unusually large 
number of students from other states. 

The graduating exercises of the sc¥pol 
take place this year on June 23d, on which 
date eight graductes will be turned out. 

Captain Lyman Hall has sent a letter to 
every graduate of the institution, asking 
him to be present at the commencement in 
June and form an alumni _ _ association. 
There .are seventy alumni and a grand 
banquet will be given those whe come to 
the reunion. 

One of the graduating class this year is 
Dr. P. G. Wales, surgeon at Fort McPher- 
son. He has been stativwned in Atlanta sev- 
eral years and has taken a course in the 
Tech. during that time. He was only able 
to work at odd hours. 

Athletics Are a Feature. 

More attention has been given to ath- 
letics at the Tech. this year than ever be- 
fore. Under the leadership of Professor 
Wood, the young men are doing excellent 
work. The new catalogue to be published 
in a few days will give a great amount of 
space to athletics. In one piace it says:

HIS WIFE SAYS cTHAT HE LIVED HERE 


Issue Will .Come Up Before Ordinary

Did the late ‘John Gunn, the wealthy 
westerner, live in. Atlanta;.or in. North Da- 
kota? ie Megs oe 

This is the question that comes up before 
Ordinary Hulsey this: week and upon its 
answer hangs a vast fortune which is being 
contested by Mrs. John Gunn; the dead 
man’s widow, and Mrs. Moore, his sister. 

The story of the death of Mr. Gunn and 
the contest that is to be made- over his 
estate, has been told in’ The Constituticn, 
but. several interesting facts have bren 
brought to light recently which have ad- 
ded a new interest to the case. 

John Gunn lived In Nofth Dakota, where 
the laws relative to estates are vastly dif- 
ferent from the Georgia laws. In this stute 
the property of the husband, upon bis 
death, becomes the property of his wife, 
but in North Daketa, where Mrs. Mvore 
claims her brother lived, the law provides 
that $5,000 of the estate goes to the wife, 
while the remainder is equally divided 
among his wife, brothers and sisters. 

If Mr. Gunn was a bona fide resident of 
this state at the time of his death, the 
property, which amounted to about $40,000 
in cash, will become the property of Mrs, 
Gunn; if, Oonm the other hand, it can be 
proven that Mr. Gunn was only on a yisit 
to Atlanta, and that he still claimed North 
Dakota as his home, the estate will be di- 
vided under the laws of North Dakota, 
which would mean a small fortune for Mrs. 
Moore, as she is the sister of the dead 
man. . 

When. Mr. Gunn died in. Atlanta several 
weeks ago he had on deposit in two banks 
of the city the sum of $40,000 in cash. The 
money could not be withdrawn by the 
widow, as it was in her husband’s name. 
Mrs. Gunn.-then employed King & An- 
derson as counsel and she begun the liti- 
gation in the ordinary’s court. 

Attorneys Albert and Hughes were em- 
ployed by Mrs. Moore, who is ‘a resident 
of North Carolina to fight the claim of 
Mrs. Gunn. Colonel Albert has just re- 
turned from North Dakota, where-he has 


been several days investigating the claims. 


of his client. : 

“There is no. doubt on carth ‘that Mr. 
Gunn was a eitizen of North Dakota at 
the time of his death in Atlanta,” said 
Colonel Albert, yesterday. ‘“‘It is true he 
moved his money from North Dakota, but 
he has done this same thing for many 
years on account of the high rate of taxes 
in that’ state. ‘The taxes In that state are 
four times as ‘much as they’ aré in’ this 
state, and he has always moved his money 
from Dakota before the first of April each 
year, carrying it with him to a state where 
the taxes permitted him to loan it at a 
profitable rate of interest.

How Ed Angier Got His Commission as 
District Attorney Yesterday. 


WILL GO IN THIS MORNING 


Notified by Attorney General McKen- 
na That His Appointment Had 
Been Regularly Confirmed. 


Hon, Edgar A. Angier has received his 
commission as district “attorney for the 
northern district of Georgia, and will this 
morning assume the duties of that of- 
tice. 

The commission was received. yesterday 
morning and the new district attorney was 
well pleased with the president's Easter 
greeting. 

The commission was accompanied with 
a notification from Attorney General Jo- 
seph McKenna to the effect that the ap- 
pointment had been made and the com- 
riuission sent. The notification also _ re- 
quested that a copy of the oath of office 
taken by Mr. Angier be sent to the depart- 
ment of justice. 

Early this morning Mr. Angier will go 
before either Mr. O. C. Fuller, clerk of the 


United States circuit court, or Mr. Colquitt I 
Carter, clerk of the United States district 7 


court, and take the oath of office. Beth 
Mr. Carter and Mr. Fuller are empowered 
to administer the oath, and the one to 
whom the duty will be most convenient will 
swear the new attorney in. 

Immediately after taking the oath of of- 
fice and receiving the authority to con- 
duct the business of the district attorney’s 
office, Mr. Angier will take up his new work 
and by night he will have familiariz?1 him- 
self with his duties. He thinks that it will 
be some time before he is fuliy initiated 
into all of the inside workings of the oiUce, 
but he hopes with the assistance of the 
present able corps of clerks and assisiants 
to soon catch on to everything about his 
position. 

Colonel Angier has proved himself to be 
a lawyer of splendid ability during his con- 
nection with the Atlanta bar, and he will 
doubtless reach the highest expectations 
of his friends. With his adaptability he 
will soon know all the business of the 
federal court and it need not be long hbe- 
fore he has the office moving along as 
smoothly as if he had held the position for 
years. 

The colonel was sending Easter ereet- 
ings to his friends tn Washinyten city Yer- 
terday. He sent letters brimming over with 
kind feeling and thankfulness to all of 
his friends and told them all how much 
and how greatly he appreciated their as- 
sistance rendered in getting him his piace.

CAPES BEING CREMATED. 


Dudley Smith Has a Lively Experience 


With Fire---Believes Enemies 
Applied the Torch. 


Dudley Smith ,a negro carpenter, came 


near being burned to aexth Saturcay -Aignt--

The alarm was sent in from box 65 
and the fire was feund in a stable in the 
rear of 91 Houston street. The second 
floor of the building was occupied by 
Smith as a sleeping apartment, and when 
the fire companies and the police reserve 
arrived on the scene they found the negro 
standing in the door of the upstairs yclling 
“fire!” and trying to save his clothes and 
furniture. The firemen had to drag him 
out to save his life. He was badly burn- 
ed about the head and hands and walked 
about barefooted and in his night clothes, 
bemoining the loss of all his earthly cf- 
fects and rubbing oil on nis wounds, 

Dudley was convinced that somebody 
had slipped into his room and applied the 
torch, but the true soiution of the fire was 
that he had fallen to sleep, after taking 
a smoke, and the fire from his pipe ignited 
the bedding. This is the story told by the 
negro: 

“T was sound alseep and I was awaken- 
ed by feeting fire near me, and I jumped 
up and saw that my bed was in flames. 
My pillow was just a-blazing and the 
fire had burned the hair off my head and 
scorched my face. The head of my bed 
was near the door and I had to walk 
through the flames to get out. I opened 
the door and yelled fire and then tried 
to save my things. Lawdy mercy, every- 
thing I had in the world is done burni up 
in there. Somebody what haa a spite 
against me slipped into my room and 
tried to burn me up while I was asieep.” 

While the firemen were pitching the 
remains of the furniture out the windows, 
the negro would cry out: 

“Gemmen, for the Lawd’s sake don't 
break. up what 4ittle there is left of my 
things.”’ 

Somebcdy got him a pair of pants and 
an old coat and sent him to a house. 

His face, head and hands were badly 
burned and much of the hair was singed 
from the top of his head. 

The building was owned by George F. 
Glazner. The damages did not amount to 
more than $50.

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Two Cases Were Reported at the Police 
Station Last Night. 


A GANG OF NEGRO OUTLAWS 


Two White Men Attacked and Robbed. 
One of Then Is Badly Beaten. 
Money and Goods Stolen. 


Two cases of highway robbery were re- 
ported at the police station Saturday night. 

There appeared to be an organized gang 
of negro outlaws who were holding up 
unsuspecting white men. 

The first vase came from J. W. Mauidin, 
a mechanic who lives in Reynoldstown. 


Mauldin reported that while he was walking 


up Decatur street about 10 o'clock four or 
five negroes stopped him and said a white 
man wanted to see him on Pratt street. He 
thought it was some one who wished to 
give hira work, and he followed the aegroes. 
After walking two squares on Pratt street, 
one of the negroes took hold of him and 
another began to search his pockets. He 
resisted and one of them struck him cver 
the head with a bottle and came near fell- 
ing him. The robbers took all the money 
he had, 35 cents, and a package of goods. 

Mauldin was unable to give a description 
of the negroes and the officers failed to 
catch any of them. 


The Gang’s Second Job. 

About 10:30 o'clock William Humphries, 
a carpenter, came, into the poiite station 
covered with blood. His clothinz wis cut 
in several places and his hat was battcred 
in. Humphries stated that he had decided 
to remain in town over night, his hom: be- 
ing in North Atlanta. He appsoached a 
white man on Decatur street near Court- 
land and asked where he couid find a cheap 
lodging house. A negro volunteered to give 
the information and said 1e knew a place 
where a bed could be obtained for 20 cents. 
Humphries followed the negro and he saw 
four or five other negroeyv going along, but 
thought nothing about it. lie was !ed a 
block up Courtland’ street. 

Suddenly one of the negroes struck him 
in the face and the others caught: him and 
went through his pockets. He knocked one 
down and manged to get loose. A negro 
wearing a white handkerchief about his 
neck drew a razor and made several at- 
tempts to cut him as he moved away. 

Humphries’s coat showed where the sharp 
blade had made its, way, and in a half 
dozen places was cut for several inches. 

He was bleeding from wounds on his 
head and face, and his shir: was spattered 
with blood. The negroes zot-M cents. 

The police believe that botn robberies 
were done by the same gang of negro c ut- 
laws. 

VEAL TRIAL AGAIN- 


THE CHIEF INSPECTOR WILL GO 
ON THE STAND TOMORROW.

Mayor Collier Will Preside and Dr. 
Alexander Will Take No Part in 
the Investigation. 


The Veal investigation will begin tomor- 
row afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. Everything 
is about ready for the trial, and it is likely 
that both sides will be willing to go on 
with the case when the board of health 
meets at the hour stated. 

It is not expected that any new sensatio*i* 
will develop in the trial. The case will 
be gone over again after the manner in 
which the special eouncil committee {n- 
vestigated it two weeks ago, and it may 
be that the evidence secured by the com- 
mittee will be put in as a part of the 
record of the board’s trial. 

The attorneys in the case, Assistant City 
Attorney Westmoreland for the city and 
Judge Howard Van Epps for the defend- 
ant, agreed to accept the council commit- 
tee’'s eviaence; but at the meeting of the 
board last Thursday Judge Van Epps said 
he would reserve the right to object: to the 
introduction of the committee’s report as 
a part of the evidence in this trial. Should 
he insist on objecting to the evidence, the 
witnesses who testified before the council 
committee will again be put on the stand 
and the whole case will be reviewed.
